No m atter where artists assemble 
to live aud work they seem to have 
ti knack for finding places with a 
definite charm and ones that others 
have overlooked. 


There are few spots along the en­ 
tire* Delaware River of greater charm 
than New Hope, but it rem ained for 
it few artists to really “discover1” it 
:i Inuit -in years ago. 


Just 
as artists and 
writers have 
made famous such phi cps as tho two 
Woodstock s 
(New 
York 
and 
Ver­ 
mont), 
Provincetown on 
Cape 
Cod 
and 
other 
odd and 
out-of-the-way 
spots, the result of their “discovery” 
of New Hope has been much the s;urn*. 
I he original colony there has grown 
from a bare half dozen to nearly 4ou 
persons who have found their su r­ 
roundings congenial. 
The antiquity of New Hope is as 
respectable as 
its geograph teal po­ 
sition might indicate. 
Like so many 
early settlements, it owed its existence 
to a mill and a ferry. 
During 
the 
( aionial 
period 
it 
was known as 
Coryell’s Ferry, and Dr. Joseph Todd 
owned the mill. 
That was back in 
the 1760’s. In 1781 Dr. Todd sold the* 
mill to Benjamin Parry, of the Colon­ 
ial firm of Parry & Cresson, Philadel­ 
phia flour brokers. 


In 1790 the mill burned, and that 
was a disaster, since most of 
tho 
neighborhood 
folk who worked * ten 
wages worked there. 
However. Parry <Y* Cresson p ro m p t­ 
ly rebuilt the* mills and named them 
the New Hope Flour Mills 
(for ob­ 
vious reasons). 
At 
any 
rate, the 
townsfolk liked Hie name and changed 
that of their town to suit. 
The mills were operated until very 
recently, having been sold last w inter 
to Henry chapin, of Jericho Valley, 
who announced in February that he 
planned to remodel the buildings into 
a 
community 
center. 
The 
stone 
structure will be preserved aud serve 
as a public meeting hall, while the two 
wooden buildings cd 
the mills will 
become respectively an 
art gallery 
and a restaurant. 
In the late 90’s, when New Hope was 
a village, hardly known a few miles 
in any direction, 
three 
wand. ring 
artists— William 
Lathrop, 
the’ 
late 
Morgan Colt and Charles Rosi n 
saw 
the little village perched .between the* 
Easton-Trenton canal and the D ela­ 
ware, They liked it and 
they 
liked 
Hie scenery. They settled down there 
to paint. 
Ah fens been the ease with most o th ­ 
er “schools” of painting, there was not 
the slightest intention on the part of 
the original “settlers” to at tract any­ 
one else to their paradise or to found 
a school or do anything, except work 
at their job with the. fine frenzy that 
is bread and butter, drink and tobacco , 
to the real artist. 
But others heard of the place, a ' 
few here and there, and since artists 
are inherently gypsyish folk, some of 
them came to New Hope to see what 
they could see. 
Some liked it and s 
stayed on. Gradually others followed 
them. By 1912 the “colony” was well 
launched.

The voyage from New York to the 
port of debarkation requi red 56 days 
During the journe y 21 ports along the 
West African coast were visited. 
In an earl ier letter in which Col­ 
man describes his sea journey, he told 
of tho peaceful and restful atm osphe re 
1,000 to 2,000 miles a t sea, with eight 
I to IO hours sleep a night.

Its uses are m y ria d 
and while designed tor the r o m a n ­ 
tic occupation of tr e a su re hunting, 
its more prosaic uses probab ly will 
prove more valuable. 
Hie principle of this m e tal lo­ 
cater, which literally p ie r s down 
into the bowels of the e a r t h as fa r 
as 20 feet, dep endent upon the size 
of the hidden object, is a radical 
de p artu re 
from 
th a t 
heretofore 
used in such devices. 
Most m e ta l 
locaters have used a radio cu rren t 
principle. 
This n ew device, which has been 
patented, uses the principle of a 
m agnetic induction balance, which 
its inventor, C. A. Hedden, claims, 
is more a c c u ra te an d a t the s am e 
time m ak e s it impervious to mois­ 
ture. 
O th e r similar devices have 
been found im practicab le when e x ­ 
posed to moisture, says Mr, H ed ­ 
den.
